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Steel Rails on the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

During the present year the Pennsylvania Rail. 
road Company has purchased and Jaid down on its 
various divisions over 20,000 tons of steel rails and 
nearly 9000 tons of iron rails, The main track 
between Philadelphia and Pittsburg is now laid 
entirely with steel, and the New Jersey division 
will have no iron rails by next April. The com- 
pany first commenced to lay steel rails in 1860, 
and every year’s experience demonstrates their 
economy. The immense traffic which now passes 
over this road makes the life of an iron rail a short 
one, and in certain localities it would be worth- 
less in less than six months, 

Iron rails, indeed, have been in continuous use 
for over thirty years, and a section of such a rail 
was lately shown at a meeting of the Franklin In. 
stitute ; but then these rails have lain much of 
that period on sidings where there has been no 
heavy traffic. A good steel rail will stand the 
wear and tear of continuous use on the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad for from seven to twelve years, Mr. 
Brown, Chief Engineer of Maintenance of Way, 
has ia his office the section of a steel rail which 
has stood the severest test a rail can receive; and 


that was inthe Pittsburg yard, over which the 
heaviest trains are continually being shifted. After 
seven year’s use, On a curve, there seems no rea- 
son why there should not be two or three more 
years’ service in it, 

Experience has shown that a modification 
of the usual form of the T rail would make 
it more serviceable; and within the past year 
all the rails rolled for the company have been 
rolled with wider flanges and thicker heads, 
without increasing the standard weight of the 
rail—67 pounds to the yard—the material being 
taken from the shank or upright section, The 
form of the head has been changed, the sec- 
tion representing the frustrum of a cone instead 
of being elliptical. This is the form the head 
always assumes after use, the flanges of the 
wheels wearing off the bulge of the elliptical head. 
The flange has been widened, which will prevent 
the rail, to some extent, from cutting into the 
ties, which suffer more from this than from decay. 

The present amount of traffic over the road 
would make it almost impracticable to renew the 
track with iron rails as often as they would wear 
out, as from the great number of trains there 
would be no opportunity. The 20,000 tons of 
steel rails purchased will lay 207 miles of single 
track, and it is the intention to renew all the main 
tracks with steel, The sidings will be of iron, 
The first cost of steel, as compared with iron, is 
now about 50 per cent greater, 

In the year 1870, the work of straightening 
several very objectionable curves in the track be- 
tween Philadelphia and Downingtown was com. 
menced ; the object being not so much to save 
distance as to decrease the wear upon the rails 
and rolling stock, This work was commenced on 
the section between ardmore and Rosemont, the 
iength of the new route being 2.4 miles, This was 
the most important of all the changes to be made, 

Io 1871 @ curve was straightened between Rose- 
mont and Villanova, the new route being 5200 feet 
long, and a section west of Radnor, a distance of 
6100 feet. In 1872 a change of 3200 feet was 
made near Radnor, and in 1873, between Malvern 
and Glenloch, two sections were straightened, one 
of 4100 feet, and the other of 8280 feet; a third 





section of 4313 feet, between the same points, was 


commenced in that year, and was completed in 
1874, 

The financial crisis coming on in the fall of 1873 
put a stop to this kind of work, and changes in 
three short sections between Eagle and Paoli, and 
one between Glenloch and Valley Creek, which 
had been surveyed and staked, were left for a 
more favorable state of affairs. Ino all these 
changes the road bed and bridges have been con- 
structed for four through tracks. There are 
already four laid to Overbrook, and they will be 
constructed as rapidly as the traffic increases, 
There are already of single track and sidiogs, 1536 
miles on the main or Pennsylvania division ; 722 
miles on the New Jersey division ; and 499 on the 
Philadelphia and Erie division—-making in all 
2807 miles of single track, 





Railroad Building in California. 

The San Francisco Alta says that the present 
year shows unusual activity in railroad building 
in California, The track laying advances rapidly 
in San Bernardino Valley, and abou: 2 000 graders 
are digging away at San Fernando, Tebachepa, 
and San Gorgonio, and the present rate of pro- 
gress indicates that the promise of the completion 
of rail communication to the Colorado before July , 
1876, can be fulfilled. Lately a party of railroad 
men have been examining the gap between Read- 
ing aod Roseburg, with a view tu the completion 
of the railroad between those points, but the Alta 
had not heard of any important results of their 
investigation, beyond a determination that tweniy 
miles of road must be built this fiscal year, The 
construction of that road to give access by rail to 
Oregon and Washington, is deemed of much im- 
portance to the development of the Pacific coast, 
and it might add something to American inflaence 
in British Columbia, The grading on the roads 


from Petaluma to San Rafael, and from Colfax to 
Grass Valley, is advanciog ata goodrate, A con- 
tract has been let by the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company for a railroad from Woodland to Cclusa 
and Tehama.

net earnings were therefore $1,762,41u 68, against 
$1,888,002 07, a decrease of $70,591 39: showing 
that of the total decrease in net earnings upon the 
whole business of the company, as above stated, 
but $5,659 27 was upon the leased lines, The 
President in his report says: 


The whole result of the year’s bnsiness, as the 
Board are again compelled to state, will carry 
with it but little encouragement to stockholders, 
and it will add but little to it, when it is stated 
that the operating expenses of the past year have 
been, as they are stated in the accounts, increased 
by charging to them from suspended accounts, 
many claims outstanding for a long time, but now 
finally adjusted, of the gross sum of $218,765 
which properly should have been charged against 
the revenues of prior years, iostead of against 
those of this past year, Though the net earnings 
of this year, therefore, might with propriety be 
stated at that amount greater, above all the proper 
operating expenses of the year just closed, still 
the business of the company during the year, even 
so understood, will be far from satisfactory to 
stockholders, The causes will appear in the sub- 
sequent statements of this report, 

The volume of business has not been equal to 
expectations. The abundance of the harvests in 
Europe the last year was such that there has been 
but comparatively little demand for the grain of 
this country abroad, and especially for wheat and 
flour. Those productions of the last year have 
therefore only moved from the West to the sea- 
board, or mainly to supply the demands of the 
home market, They are very largely, even now, 
in the granaries and watehouses of the West. 
They are now moving out, slowly, at rates wholly 
unremunerative, and such as have never been 
known before in the history of transportation in 
this country, 

And yet there has been an actual considerable 
increase in the quantity of business by the Michi 
gan Central road during the past year. Those 
who read the last report wiil remember that the 
increase of tonnage moved over the road during 
the year covered by that report, over that of any 
prior year, was the very large amcunt of 177,162 
tons, The gross tonnage moved that year was 
1,598,954 tons, During the past year, the gross 
tonnage moved was 1,641,280, being an increase 
of 47,326 tons over that of the prior year, when 
the increase was extraordinary. The increase 
also has been on both through and local tonnage. 
That stockholders may appreciate the regular in- 
crease in the amount of the bnsiness of the main 
line of the road, the tonnage moved in each of the 
last five years is given, It is as follows:

This shows the steady progress of the business 
of the road, so far as volume is concerned, even 
since the panic of 1873, as well as before. When 
it is considered that from 1858 to and including 
1868 there had not been a locomotive added to 
the power of the road, and but few cars, and but 
little to the capacity of the track itself, and that 
even up to 1870 no substantial improvements were 
made in these various departments, while the 
country along the line and West had been rapidly 
developing its wealth and resources and business, 
and the busioess of the road had increased more 
than threefold, until, in 1870, it was wholly unable 
to meet the demands upon it in any of its capaci- 
ties of power, cars cr track, and that the actual 
tonnage now moved is again doubled sinee 1870, 
all can at least appreciate the necessity of all that 
has been done, to enable the main line to transact 
the business which it might be able to obtain, A 
steel track had become imperative, instead oi 
iron, which could not be maintained with such a 
volume of traffic. A double track to a very large 
extent, greatly enlarged power and equipment, 
enlarged station grounds at all important points, 


were required, This altogether was nearly equiva- 
lent to reconstruction of the road entire, Its 
main track, with the exception of about fifty miles, 
is all steel, as well as its double track, except the 
Air Line, of which about thirteen miles are steel ; 
and with sidings, yards and its termini—except at 
Chicago, where it, is still somewhat straitened for 
r¢om-—-all adequate to meet even any sudden in- 
crease of business which might arise from a sea- 
son of abundant harvests in this country and short 
crops in Europe, 


The regular increase in the volume of business 
in the past, year by year, will enable stockholders 
to jadge how soon, by natural development only, 
the present large tonnage moved will be doubled, 
and consequently the utmost capabilities of the 
road even called into use, Of the absolute necessity 
of all the improvements to enable the main line to 
meet all the demands of business, and pet it upon 
a footing to compete successfally with all rival 
lines, the Board have not had, and do not now 
have, a question or doubt, The rapid deprecia- 
tion in rates was not fully foreseen, and therefore 
the revenue anticipated from the increased volume 
of business has not been thus far realized. The 
rates of this year have been also depressed by ex- 
traordinary circumstances, generally known. 
This progressive reduction of rates, however, could 
it have been fully and perfectly foreseen, would 
have only made more clearly evident, from the 
beginning, the absolute necessity of all the im- 
provements made in the permanent property of 
the company, to enable it to do with economy 
the very greatly already increased traffic, and the 
future still larger business, from whicb, at low 
rates alone, it can count upon earning dividends 
for its stockholders, To have remained station- 
ary, without the capacity to do the enlarged busi- 
ness pressing upon it in 1870, and which then 
clogged it, realizing from it the rates only of 
1874-5, would have been the direct way to the 
total, or nearly the total loss of all net revenues 
from its business. It would have been to redace 
the road to a purely local one, with no ability to 
compete for tbrough freight or passengers, While 
other lines were meeting the emergencies of Lusi- 
ness, and enlarging all their conveniences and ap- 
pointments to enable them to do it, there was no 
alternative for this company, except to adopt.and 
act upon the determination to put the road into such 
a state in all its parts, as to enable it to succe:s- 
fully compete for all business with the best of its 
competitors, The results of the traffic even thus 
far, prove that this has been successfully accom- 
plisbed.- It is not thought by the Board that there 
has been so steady an increase of traffic by any of 
the other great lines between Chicago and the 
seaboard cities, even during the past two years, 
as by the Michigan Central road. 


As, however, the revenues of the property of the 
company bave not corresponded with the increase 
of the business, and it is important that stockhold- 
ers should perfectly understand the causes, at the 
risk of repeating statements formerly made, the 
Board again call their atten'ion to the progressive 
reduction of rates, and the consequences of it upon 
the earnings of the road. The rate per ton, per 
mile, on all freight carried, shows the earniug 
from every ton of freight, for every mile it is car- 
ried, and the reduction of this rate is the measure 
of the reduced earnings in each year, This rate, 
for each ton carried one mile, averaging all the 
business, in 1865, ten years ago, was 3.06 cents. 
One year later, it was 2.60 cents. Two years later 
still, it was 2.09 cents. In 1870, it was 1.98 cents. 
Two years later, it was 1.56 cents. In 1874, it 
was 1.30 cents; and last year it was reluced to 
1,16 cents per ton, per mile. The last figure, it is 
believed, is the lowest which has ever been reach- 
ed for the average transportation for both local 
and through freight, on any road until the last 
year. It will now be seen what effect this has had 
upon the gross revenues of the road.

This amount added to the earniogs of the year, 
as stated in the accounts, would have carried the 
net earnings above those of the last year by $370,- 
240 32, 

The effeet of the depreciation of rates may be 
illustrated, in another form, on through business 
alone, For instance, on every ton of through 
freight, this company realized in 1868, $5.34, while 
the past year the sum realized has only been 
$2.61; a loss from the rates of 1868, of $2.73 on 
every ton carried. This loss by depreciation of 
rates on the through freight carried the last year, 
which was 958,045 tons, would be in the total $2, 
615,462 85. The loss on the rates on throngh 
freight alone, therefore, since that time is more 
each year than three five per cent dividends. 

The consequences of not bringing the road up 
to the necessities of busiress, may be shown by 
another form of statement, As has been stated, 
in 1870, business had assomed its maximum 
volume with the road in its then condition, and the 
road was everywhere clogged with it. Its earnings 
from freight in that year were $2,634,438 87 
Assuming that it could have retained 

the sam? amount of business, as 

against rival roads, made fully ade- 
quate to all emergencies, and with 
steel and double tracks largely, 
which is not supposable, still it 
could not avoid the depreciation 
of rates, and would have been 
compelled to submit to them, The 
business therefore must have been

All these various statements are made that 
stockholders may clearly have before them the 
causes which have been operating to affect the 
earnings of the main line, and the results of those 
causes, that each one may fully understand the 
reasons why the anticipations made of at- least 
reasonable dividends, have not hitherto been rea- 
lized, Also that they may be able to see that it 
was impossible to let the road remain io the con- 
All the expen- 


ty, made since then, have been only those of the 
most imperative necessity, These expenditures 
include all those for steel rail—double track—-in- 
cluding the Air Line road and others above alluded 
to. Had the country remained prosperous, the 
increase of business, large as it has been, would 
have been still larger, and somewhat better rates 
would have been realized, and it is more than 
probable, dividends would easily have been earned 
and made, 

The causes above stated are the main ones 
which have affected the revenues of the company. 
There is another, however, which, in a much 
smaller degree, has affected, up to the present 
time, and for some time longer, and until there 
shall be revived prosperity, will somewhat affect 
them. This is the leased lines—-those leased with 

in the last five years, The Joliet and Northern 
Indiana was leased twenty years ago, and should 
not now be considered. Those leased within the 
period named, are the Jackson, Lansing and Sagi 

naw, the Grand River Valley, the Kalamazoo and 
South Haven, and the Michigan Air Line roads, 
Of these, the Air Line road, in itself, never has 
been, and never will be, profitable. Except as a 
double track for the main line, and to relieve it, 
this company conld not afford to retain it, Asa 
double track, it is as valuable, and, perbaps, more 
so, than a double track along the mainline, It is 
obtained at a cheaper cost than such a double 
track coald have been built, The business—pas- 
senger and freight--could not be done by one 
main line, and the Air Line is an immense relief 
to it, ion the ease and dispatch with which the 
basiness can be done, While, therefore. the Air 
Line, as an independent road, would be of no 
value, it is important to this company as its double 
track for the distance of one hundred and fifteen 
tailes by the old line. It is simply a part of the 
main line, though it has, of course some, though 
not a very important, local business, in addition. 
It may be remarked, bowever, that worthless as 
it is in itself,as property, and would have been even 
if the projectors could have carried out their orig- 
inal plan, it failed of becoming another through 
line across the entire State, solely in consequence 
of a decision of the supreme court of the State, 
bolding that it was not competent for the legisla- 
tive power to authorize towns, cities and counties 
to vote aid to construct railroads——a decision at 
variance with those of all other States, with, per- 
haps, one exception, and those of the supreme 
court of the United States, It was enough, how. 
ever, to destroy the value of tbe large amount of 
the aid voted for it,"and defeat its complete con- 
struction. 
The other roads, named above, were all project- 
ed and begun and built by the people along their 
lines, stimulated, of course, by the large subsidies 
voted by towns, cities and counties, and realized 
bofore the decision alluded to, to aid in their con 
struction, During the long period, from 1850 up 
to nearly 1865, but little bad been done in the 
construction of railroads in the State, It had 
progressed rapidly, in wealth and population, but 
had remained nearly stationary, so far as this kind 
of improvement was concerned, The Michigan 
Southern Company had built a branch to Jackson; 
but with that exception, the country through 
which the main line of the Central road rons, bad 
not been invaded by any other railroads, Its 
local traffic was, all that time, safe, and its rates 
not affected by competition, and were well main 
tained. The time had come, however, when this 
state of things could no longer continue. The 
country was really rich and populous, and, especi- 
ally at the close of the war, numerous railways 
were projected, which it was clear, must affect, 
favorably or otherwise, the interests of this com- 
pany. All of those above named, were among 
them. Among the first was the Kalamazoo, Alle- 
gan and Grand Rapids, and the Jackson, Lansing 
and Saginaw roads. The first extended from

The road from Kalamazoo to Grand Rapids was 
to be, apparently, a valuable feeder to the road 
of this company, and but for the subsequent con- 
struction of other roads, would have been so. 
Not long afterwards—-but after the road between 
Kalamazoo and Grand Rapids was completed, and 
the first hundred miles of the Jackson, Lansing 
and Saginaw had been opened--the Grand River 
Valley and the Kalamazoo and South Haven were 
uodertaken, and had made considerable progress 
towarcs completion. For several years, and up 
to this ttme, it remained the purpose of. this com- 
pany not to become connected with those roads, 
or any others, except by such friendly action and 
offices, as it was supposed would secure to this 
road the business to and from those roads, which 
could be more conveniently done by it, as was 
thought—-certainly as well, as by any other pos- 
sible connecting line of road, They were all aided 
by personal subscription to the stock, by people 
along the lines, as well as by municipal assist- 
ance; but, being new, still needed aid to their 
credit in the market, for the sale of their bonds, 
Application was made to the Board of this com- 
pany for such aid, and after fall consideration and 
discassion, it was agreed to make a traffic con- 
tract with them, by which this company agreed to 
set apart of the earnings upon its own road, from 
business which those tributary roads might send 
over it, a certain percentage, which should be ap- 
plied each year to buy the bonds of the tributary 
road in the market; and to give value to such a 
contract, each company with which it was made, 
agreed to send all its business which it could con- 
trol, over the Central road where the latter road 
was the direct road to the seaboard cities or to 
the West. The contracts so made with each of 
said companies from time to time, were printed 
upon the bonds, and they were sold, perhaps 
largely upon the faitb of it, These contracts im- 
posed no burden upon this company, because the 
percentage to be so applied was to come from new 
business created by the lateral road, largely at 
least, This was the position of things when the 
Kalamazoo, Allegan and Grand Rapids road had 
been finished, and opened some time. Its bonds 
had been sold upon the faith of such an agreement 
printed upon them, The Jackson, Lansing and 
Saginaw had been opeced for a distance of one 
hundred and thirty-six miles, 

Meanwhile the Michigan Southern Company 
bad promoted and aided a railroad (now a part of 
its Grand Rapids Branch) from Constantine, on 
its own line, north to Kalamazoo, As soon as 
this was done, it tempted the company owning 
the Kalamazoo, Allegan and Grand Rapids road, 
by offers to take a permanent lease of it, on such 
favorable terms as would give value to ils stock, 
These offers were so alluring, that the company 
yielded to them, made the lease, and the road— 
whose business had been pledged by contract to 
the Central road, as above stated—passed into the 
bands and control of the Michigan Southern Com- 
pany, and all its business, both east and west, was 
permanently lost to this company, 

The Grand River Valley, the Jacksov, Lansing 
and Saginaw, and the Kalamazoo and South 
Haven, had progressed well toward completion. 
Let the reader turn to Map No, 2, appended to 
this report, and he will note that each of these 
roads could now be as easily connected, at Jack- 
son and Kalamazoo, with the Michigan Southern, 
as with the Central road. The Kalamazoo and 
Grand Rapids road had been absorbed by the 
Southern company. That company had, soon 
after, been consolidated with the Lake Shore Rail- 
road Company. The consolidated ccmpany had 
lost none of the disposition and desire of the other, 
to reach out for and grasp business properly be- 
longing to another company, but, on the contrary, 
this desire bad apparently become in:ensified by 
its increased power and ability, Overtures were 
made in various ways, by parties connected with 
it, to open negotiations with the eompanies own- 
ing those roads, for their lease or purchase. The 
business of two of them, at least, was sure, in time, 





was largely with Chicago, and the Central road, 
from Kalamazoo, is the short road to that city, 


to be large, and, with what would be earned by 
themselves, and the business they could send over 
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& connecting road, thus swelling its revenues, 
they were quite certain to become profitable, if 
not very valuable, It bad now become, perhaps, 
equally dangerous for this company either to have 
anythiog further to do with them, or to let them 
alone, to be overcome by temptation, as had been 
the Kalamazoo, Allegan and Grand Rapids Com- 
pany. SBither alternative was a disagrecable une, 
and contrary to what bad been the policy of the 
company. But to allow the Grand River Valley 
road to pass into the control of the Southern com- 
pany, was not ouly to allow it to take all its busi- 
ness to Toledo aud east, by the South Shore road, 
bat also to give it the regulation of all rates on 
the north as well as the south side of the Central 
road, which might be even worse than to lose the 
contribution of $100,000 -«f business per annum, 
of néarly se, which, even iu these times, tbat road 
makes to the main line. The same'remarks are 
applicable to the Jackson, Lansing and Saginaw, 
aod, though very much less important, to the 
Kalamazoo and South Haven road. The business 
of the last is comparatively unimportant, though 
not to be judged by these times, That of the 
other two was sure to be important, and the Jack- 
son, Lansing and Saginaw, to increase with time, 
to'great value. They might possibly be burden- 
some fora time, though it was not so thought ; 
but if once leased to the Lake Shore and Michi 
gan Southern Company, no matter how valuable 
they might become, they were forever gone, and 
their basiness forever turned to Toledo, and over 
the road of that company. All the advantages 
and disadvantages were considered, The manner 
in which the board regarded them, even then, is 
stated in the report of 1871, page 10, after the 
board had concluded, with much hesitation, that 
the alternative which was least dangerous, was to 
le se them on the best terms possible, where the 
following langnage is used : 

“ There are multitudes of projected railroads in 
this estate, and some of them are building; but the 
board do not see in avy of them anything which 
should tempt this company to a connection with 
them. So far as possible, it has controlled those 
most likely to injare it when built, and which 
might, if controlled by it, become tributary to it. 
The policy, even to this extent, and from such 
motives, may be hazardous, and, whether wise, 
remains to be proved,” 

There bave been now, two years of great depres- 
sion in all classes of business, and judged by the 
present, it might be considered that the sharpest 
horn of the dilemma bad been chosen,while an ex- 
perience of a short time more maj, and probably 
will, prove that it would have been fatal to have 
chosen the other, Io any event there Las been no 
ambitious desire to acquire control of the roads of 
other companies, It has simply been the purpose 
to protect, so far as it might, the business prop 
erly belonging to your road and prevent it being 
turned away to other lines, and a!so, so far as it 
might, to protect its rates, which was almost 
equally important, Even this, it will be seen, bas 
been done rather as a choice of evils, and with 
the hope that the least of two evils was chosen, 
when both could not be avoided, It may, never- 
theless, be stated that the board considered, and 
do still consider, the agreemext with the Jackson, 
Lansing and Saginaw, and also with the Grand 
River Valley, companies, of real and substantial 
value to this company, and were the decision to 
be made now with regard to them, we should not 
be willing to advise surrendering them. It is more 
doubtful about the Kalamazoo and South Haven. 

It should perhaps be added that the construc- 
tion ofa railroad from Mackinac to Marquette, 
not long to be delayed, for which the state has 
made an appropriation of more than a million and 
a quarter of acres of land, exempt from taxation 
for twenty years, will add very largely to the 
value of the Jackson, Lansing and Saginaw Rail- 
road in itself, aside from the great importance of 
jt as a contrioutor to the business of the main 


line, 

With all the anxiety felt to protect the local 
business of the road, and add to it, as well as to 
protect its rates, which have been the motives in 





taking control of roads which could, with equal 
facility, turn their business over your road, or that 
of the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Com- 
pany (and it has leased none other), only partial 
success has been obtained, So earnestly have 
local interests promoted the construction of new 
roads, that not only was the Air Line planned 
across the state, and likely to be built through, 
but another was also projected, parallel with it, 
and is nearly completed ; viz., the Chicago and 
Lake Huron road. This is built from Battle Creek, 
io the direction of Chicago, parallel with the main 
line of this company, nearly eighty miles, and 
distant from it only an average of seven miles, 
Last of all, and but jast before the panic, the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Company pro 
moted the construction of a new road from Jones- 
ville, on its old line, north, to Lansing, across the 
lines of your road, at Homer, Albion and Eaton 
Rapids, crossing the Air Line, main line, and 
Grand River Valley road. This is the youngest 
born of the brood of roads calculated to seriously 
affect both the traffic and the rates of the Michigan 
Central road. That stockholders may the better 
appreciate the changes made by these and other 
cross roads along the main line, two maps have 
been prepared and published herewith, No. 1 
shows the road as it was about ten years sioce. 
No, 2 shows it as it now is, The Michigan South- 
ern road touches the main line in three, and 
crosses it in two places ; the Pennsylvania system 
in one, and others at other points. At almost all 
local points the same competition is created as 
for through business, The responsibilities of a 
manager of a railroad property, so situated and 
goiog through such trials, for the past few years, 
has not been aon agreeable one. Important and 
complicated questions, affecting its permanent 
interests, have arisen and necessarily been acted 
upon, sometimes requiring instant decision and 
action, and time aloue can determine how wisely 
or unwisely it has been done, On the whole, it is 
believed they have been well decided, The great 
causes which have affected your property are not 
the lease of this or that lateral road, though tem. 
porarily this has hai sorue effect. A little time 
will remedy all such results from that cause, The 
matters which have mainly impaired the revenues 
of the company, have been wholly beyond the 
control of the management. They are -largely 
permanent. Bat it is now hardly possible that 
the worst has not been reached. It is now quite 
certain that the future will be one of increasing 
revenue, with increase of business. It is also 
certain that the results of the ecunomies begun 
and in progress, will be much more marked in the 
next than in the past year, There are, even now, 
indications of an improvement in several classes 
of business. Passenger rates, and rates on some 
classes of freight, have been, or will be, restored. 
Dissension between great companies, and involv- 
ing all others in their consequences, will cease, 
There is promise of abundant harvests in the West. 
New reads can scarcely again, for many years, be 
built to injure the old ones, With the natural 
increase of business, and with only such rates as 
the condition of things will allow us to realize, 
but a short time will be required to restore the 
value of the great lines, It must come mainly 
from increased basiness, and not from any consid. 
erable increase of rates, though there will be an 
improvement in them. 

The opening of the Baltimore and Ohio, to Chi- 
cago, its desire to advertise its line by cheap 
rates, and by the notoriety which a contest with 
another great line would give it, have disturbed 
and mainly depressed them for a time, and some 
reaction will come as soon as business revives, 
The present effect has been very great. The 
whole reduciion in the earnings of this company, 
duriog the past year, has been since the opening 
of that road and wholly by reason of reduced 
rates, because the business has exceeded that of 
last year during the same period. 

The passenger business has fallen offin earn 
ings, slightly ; in all, $9,520, This has been en 
tirely in the local business, where the loss was 
$44,428 09, There was an increase in through 





passenger earnings, of $34,908 09, notwithstanding 
the reduced fares. 

The multiplication of through lines of cars, for 
the through freight business, by the various roads 
between the West and the East, is a source of 
great annual expense to all companies over whose 
roads they run, unless each company has its full 
quota of cars in the lices, The cost to this com- 
pany, for the use of such cars during the last 
year, was $256,000. This is so great a burden 
tbat the board has provided for seven handred new 
cars which, during the spring, have been put upon 
the road, to be used where they will best counter- 
balance this large annual charge. The money to 
pay for them was provided for by an equipment 
mortgage, and by a pledge of the sinking funds, 
which will be released to this company, by the 
payment of the remaining bonds falling due in 
1882, and which are provided for by the bonds 
under the ten million mortgage, set apart for that, 
and which can be used for no other, purpose. 

There has been but little construction during 
the year, though something has been necessarily 
done. The construction of new shops, elsewhere, 
left the buildings formerly used for shops, and 
standing in the yard fronting on Woodbridge 
Street, iu Detroit, to be made useful for other 
purposes. They had become both inadequate 
and of no use for the former purpose for which 
they had been used. All except those immedi- 
ately on the street have been removed, and the 
space occupied added to the station yards, Those 
fronting upon that street have been remodelled 
and repsired, and converted into a freight house, 
which is used by the Grand Trunk Company, for 
which it furnishes excellent conveniences for 
freight purposes, A sand hcuse, and chutes for 
handling coal at the Junction, and coal platforms, 
aod shed for surplus coal for emergencies, have 
been built. Twenty one miles of siding have been 
laid at various points. Something has been 
charged to construction this year, resulting from 
matters not wholly settled in the past. Altogether 
however, but little has been expended, except as 
steel rail, instead of iron, has been used to repair 
the track, where iron has given way, acd vhe 
above are the chief items, 


It will be seen from the statement of the super- 
intendent, that about fifty miles of iron still re- 
main in the track—main line—which must be 
replaced by steel as it vives way. It would be 
real economy, withous doubt, to do this at once, 


and it must in any event, probably, all be done 


next year. Aside from this, there are no extraor- 
dinary expenses anticipated for some years. 


Stockholders who read the semi anoual state. 
ment of last December, will recollect that the 
floating debt, which had been upwards of a million 
ir Jaue before, had been nearly extinguished at 
the date of that statement. The January ioterest, 
and the rent for the Joliet aod Northern Indiana 
road, both amounting to $224,960, and the taxes 
about $200,000, were paid in January and Decem- 
ber, and all the wood and ties were bought dur- 
ing those months and February and March, 
absorbing about $350,000. Our earnings since 
December 1, owing partly to the depretsed state 
of business, and partly to the action of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, have fallen off, between Novem- 
ber and June, about $530,000, All these causes 
together, have again created a debt, which will 
be stated by the Treasurer, to whose statement, 
for the financial condition of the company, refer- 
ence is made. 


With increased, and very largely increased econ- 
omy in the working of the road, which it is believed 
will becume much more marked in the next than ia 
the present year ; with returning prosperity and the 
consequent natural increase of the business of the 
country, of which the regular and constant fast 
increase, from year to year, on the road, shows 
that we may reasonably expect our full share, 
with some little improvement which will be real- 
ized in the rates, there are well grounded hopes 
of an early restoration of value to the stock of the 
company, by reasonable dividends, 


The whole number of locomotives on the main 
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line and branches is 211, being an increase é of one] * 
over the previous year. The cars are. “classified,

lines, The City banks here have been gainers of

The Public Debt exhibit for August 1st shows a 
farther liquidation of $1,294,087 in July. The 
customs revenue of the Government at all ports, 
and the internal revenues from all sources, in the 
fiscal year which ended with June 30, 1875, were 
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$266,267, 189. From miscellaneous sources, the 
pational income for the year was estimated at 
$23,000,000. It is now deemed certain that the 
excess of receipts over expenditures for the last 
fiscal year ending Jane 30, 1875, will be ot least 
$16,000,000, and may reach $17,000,000. The 
aggregate expenses of the Government for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1875, exclusive of in- 
terest on the public debt, were in round numbers 
$274,500,000. The U. 8S. Sub Treasury receipts 
in Jaly were $121,525,042, including $9,598,718 
from customs ; payments, same month, $124,084,- 
589, including $7,832,434 of coin interest on the 
Public Debt. The City Banks last week augmented 
their reserve of legal tender notes $518,800, while 
reducing their deposit item $1,062,500, and their 
specie average $1,782,200. They report an ad- 
dition of $1,358,500, to the loans and discounts, 
and a falling off of $23,300 in their circulation. 
The U. 8, Sub Treasury in this city closed the 
week with a currency balance of $59,185,501, 
against $56,470,779 the preceding week; and a 
coin hoard of $35,971,823, against $33,672,341 
on the previous return, The City bank exchanges 
in currency during the week, were $392,741,661, 
ora daily average of $65,456,944. The customs 
revenue of the port, during the week, was §2,- 
542,000. The City banks reported their average

Finances of Pennsylvania. 

At a meeting of t.e Commissioners of the Sink- 
iog Fund held at Harrisburg on the -2d inst., the 
State Treasurer submitted a statement sbowing 
the balance in the Sinking Fuad to be $435,533 
08, whereupon the following resolution was offered 
by Secretary Quay, and was unanimously adopted . 

Resolved, That the State Treasurer be directed 
to notify the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ National 
Bank of Philadelpbia that the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund are prepared to redeem upon 
presentation the balance of the 5-10 loan of the 
Commonwealth amounting to $434,850; and fur. 
ther, that the State Treasurer be directed to notify 
the holders of the Chambersburg certificates 
issued under the act of May 27, 1871, to present 
the same for payment forthwith at the Treasury, 
and that interest be stopped upon all the indebt 
edness above mentioned on the Ist day of Novem- 
ber next, 

The amount of the loan thus called for is as 
follows : 

Five-ten loan act of Feb. 2, 1867, $434,850 ; 
Chambersburg certificates act, May 27, 1871, $73,- 
168 26; total, $508 018 26, exceeding by $72,485 
18 the present available balance io the Sinking 
Fund. 


The redemption of the loan for the present fiscal 





year will exceed $1,400,000, and will exhaust all 


loans of the Commonwealth now due or which 
can be reached at the option of the State by the 
present Board of Commissioners, 


The Coal Trade. 

The production for the week ending on the 
24th ultimo, as stated by the Pottsville Miners’ 
Journal,was 601,436 tons, and for the year 8,612,958 
tons, against 8,905,885 tons to corresponding 
date last year, a decrease of 292,877 tons. The 
bituminous tonnage for the week was 86,542 
tons, and for the year 1,981,697 tons, making a 
total of all kinds for the week of 587,978 and for 
the year of 10,594,656 tons, against 10,789,155 
tons to same time last year, a decrease of 194,500 
tons, The qnantity of coke and coal transported 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad for the week was 
103,463 tons, and for t'e year 2,133 824 tons, of 
which 1,796,106 was coal and 346,528 coke. This 
embraces all the coal carried both east and west. 
At Port Richmond for the week ending the 31st 
ultimo there were receipts of 70,000 tons of coal, 
shipments of 70,000 tons, leaving 50,000 tons on 
band. The receipts at Perth Amboy for the week 
ending July 24 were 11,727 tons; total to date, 
35,686 tons; shipments for same week, 10,300 
tons; shipments to date, 25,080 tons; on band, 
10,637 tons, The Philadelphia Ledger says: 

The anthracite coal trade is fairly active under 
a steadily increasing tonnage. The Schuylkill 
region is throwing an immense amount of coal 
into the market. The shipments by road and the 
canal for the week ending on the 24th ultimo 
was nearly 241,000 tons, a large increase on the 
tonnage of corresponding week last year, and the 
tonnage of the region is now, notwithstanding the 
flve months’ coal suspension, within about 1,600,- 
000 tons of what it was at this date in 1874. The 
other anthracite coal regions are also producing 
largely, and steadily gain on the production at 
the same time last year. The advance in the 
prices of anthracite coal for the month of August, 
which is quite small, goes into operation to-day. 
The demand for all the several sizes of prepared 
coal is good, the most of the operators and the 
Reading Coal and Iron Company being well sup- 
plied with orders. 





Exports of Railway Iron from Great Britain. 

Tbe exports of railway iron from the United 
Kingdom in June exhibited considerable depres- 
siop, baving amounted in that month to 58,088 
tons, as compared with 92,174 tons in June, 1874, 
and 72,962 tons in June, 1878, The exports of 
railway material to the United States receded in 
June to the remarkably small total of 1,846 tons, 
as compared with 12,521 tous in June, 1874, and 
18,016 tons in June, 1873; but the shipments to 
the United States increased to 16,410 tons, against 
8,451 tons in Juae, 1874, and 9,669 tons in June, 
1873. In the six months ending June 30 this 
year we exported railway iron to the aggregate 
extent of 259,307 tons, as compared with 427,267 
tons in the corresponding period of 1874, and 
847,757 tons in the corresponding period of 1873, 
In these totals the United States figured for 15,- 
734 tons, 64,969 tons, and 120,468 tons respective- 
ly : British America for 52,790 tons, 28,710 tons 
and 29,774 tons respectively: and Australia for 
42,015 tous, 38,088 tons, acd 9,293 tons respect- 
ively, Our railway iron exyorts have increased 
tbis year to Peru, Chili, British America, and 
Australia ; but they have decreased in almost 
every other direction. The value of railway iron 
exported from the United Kingdom in June was 
£595,788, as compared with £1,111,393 in June, 
1874, and £962,458 in June 1873, and in the six 
months ending June 30 this year £2,683,928, as 
compared with £5,494,764 in the corresponding 
period ot 1874, and £4,586,877 in the correspond- 





ing period of 1873,—Herapath, 
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Rutland Railroad.
